mark.

Davies,  who  recently  transferred  to  Ammanford.  I wish  therefore  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to  him  and  thanking  him  and  his 
successor  Mr.  Thomas  for  their  co-operation  in  the  work.  I also  wish  to 
thank  other  members  of  the  staff  and  the  Council  for  their  continued 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

I submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1964. 


WA.X.F.E  .EJIRP.LX . 

The  Torn  Borehole  is  the  main  source  of  water  supply  for  the  Borough,  of 
Llandovery  35,306,534  gallons  were  pumped  during  1964  from  the  Tonn  Borehole 
an  average  of  96,730  gallons  per  day. 

This  includes  the  water  that  has  been  running  to  waste  due  to  undiscovered 
fractures  the  aftermath  of  the  deepfreeze  of  1963. 

These  fractures  have  been  traced  and  repaired  and  the  wastage  of  water  reduced 
tb  a reasonable  quantity  by  the  Autumn  of  1964. 

The  water  pumped  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  was  6,836,000  gallons 
an  average  per  day  of  75,109  gallons. 

Considering  that  the  schools  including  the  College  use  an  average  of  15,000 
gallons  a day,  which  was  recorded  through  meters,  the  consumption  of  water 
by  the  remainder  of  the  Borough  was  60,000  gallons  per  day,  which  is  a 
reasonable  consumption  for  2,000  population. 

Samples. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  samples  were  taken  from  the  Tonn  Borehole,  before 
treatment  and  at  the  extreme  points  of  the  water  distribution  works  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

The  following  is  the  observations  of  the  Public  Analyst. 

" The  two  waters  were  of  the  Highest  Organic  quality  their  bacteriological 
condition  was  also  excellent” „ 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  .055  pp.m.  l/20  of  the  recommended 
fluoride  content,, 

The  Tonn  Borehole  water  has  a pH  of  6.2  corrected  with  lime  to  pH  of  6.8 
correction  above  this  point  causes  excessive  deposits  in  the  rising  main 
venturi  orifice . 

The  chlorinating  plant  for  chlorinating  the  water  at  the  head  of  the  Borehole 
is  charged  with  chlorine  gas. 

Crmnant  Supply.  This  supply  of  water  from  three  springs  situated  at  the 
junction  of  the  Cynnant  Fawr  and  the  Cynnant  Fach  ims  the  original  water  supply 
of  the  Borough  but  due  to  reduced  delivery  of  water  through  the  truik  mains 
the  diameter  of  which  has  been  reduced  by  corrosion  thp  water  from  this  source 
now  supplies  30  houses  and  9 farms  in  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  area,  and  5 houses 
and  1 farm  in  the  Borough  of  Llandovery.  The  Bronhaul  Estate  Cynghordy  was 
supplied  from  the  Cynnant  trunk  main  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  but  this 
estate  is  now  obtaining  water  from  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  supply  in  that  area. 

Distribution.  All  the  premises  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  with  water  from  ; 
the  piped  public  supply  with  the  exception  of  one  farm  and  three  houses,  . 

The  farm  and  two  houses  have  their  own  private  supply  piped  into  the  houses. 

The  houses  connected  to  the  piped  public  supply  are  supplied  directly  into 
the  house  except  two  houses  supplied  by  a stand  pipe.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

oeepage  tests  carried  out  indicated  that  in  spite  of*  the  remedial  works  that 
have  been  carried  out  the  seepage  of  subsoil  water  into  the  sewer  is 
increasing  and'  increasing  with  the  rising  of  the  water  table  after  heavy 
rainfall. 

To  prevent  the  overloading  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  works  and  to  ensure  a 
satisfactory  effluent  it  will  be  necessary  to  ; 

1.  Increase  the  flow  of  sewage  to  be  treated  at  the  sewage  works  from 
3.D.W.F.  to  4.  D.W.F. 

2.  Increase  the  capacity  of  the  balancing  tank. 

3.  Increase  the  capacity  of  the  Humous  Tanks. 

4*  Isolate  the  points  of  major  seepage  when  the  water  table  is  high,  note  the 
seepage  points  and  repair  when  the  water  table  is  low. 

Cesspools . The  drainage  of  22  houses  in  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  are  not 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.  It  has  been  agreed  that  the  cesspools  are  to  be 
emptied  free  of  charge,  arrangements  being  made  for  the  cesspools  to  be 
emptied  .by  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C,  The  Borough  Council  paying  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C. 
for  the  work  undertaken. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  the  combined  trade  and  house- 
hold refuse  from  business  premises  is  collected  twice  weekly. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  in  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  area  east  of  the 
Borough  in  the  Glangwydderig  Farm  area.  Planning  permission  to  tip  in  this 
area  has  been  extended  for  six  months  to  enable  the  Council  to  obtain  or 
purchase  suitable  land  for  tipping  refuse. 

The  refuse  is  spread  after  each  daily  collection  and  covered  with  quarry  waste, 
.flies  and  crickets  are  controlled  with  regular  application  of  powder 
insecticide  applied  with  a high  pressure  blower.  The  rodent  population  is 
controlled  by  monthly  rodent  control  treatments. 

Street  Cleansing.  The  sweeping  of  Borough  Roads  is  carried  out  by  Borough 
Council  employees  and  County  roads  by  Borough  workmen  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council 

Caravan  Sites 

Two  caravan  sites  are  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  I960.  One  is  a holiday  caravan  site  for  fifteen  caravans 
and  the  second  is  a residential  site  for  one  caravan. 

Improvement  Schemes. 

Six  improvement  schemes  were  approved  during  the  year  and  three  improvement 
schemes  were  completed.
